In this country the difficulty about leasing 


agricnliural lands is that it would make'it im- 
po«.s'hle for settlers to obtain loans on their real 
c'-tate 
In New Zealand this drawback is con- 


/erted into a striking advantage by the fact that 
the government itself is engaged in the banking 
bus'ness and makes such loans on the security 
of ihe leasehold. As a consequence, the settler 
pays only one-quarter to one-half the interest 
rate demanded of him in our Western, states, 
and his prosperity is consequently much en- 
lianred. The government finds it necessary to 
clc this because it could not permit mortgage 
icrMosures without incurring the risk of speedy 
;etmn to monopoly in land. 


President 'Roosevelt's declaration in favor 


of .-perpetual public- ownership of oil and coal 
lands foreshadows a new land policy.' It may 
not come during his Presidency, but it will 
surcjy come. It is inevitable because our people 
simply cannot endure the increasing pressure of 
land monopoly. 
The method advocated by 


rtcnry George could hardly be brought about by 
any influence short of revolution, but by begin- 
ning with the public domain, and demonstrating 
the success of the principle with respect to two 
of the greatest monopolies, oil and coal, the 
reform may be made to propagate itself. 


No man really owns the earth, nor any part

senate and now b'efore'the house,1-should be car- » 
ried on in secret, MVlesSMi Charles P.-Neil.?™' , 
James B. Reynolds,' both trustworthy men, have •; 
been c6nducting" some investigations, in behalf 
of the President, into the system of inspection 
and the general methods employed in the Chica- 
go packing houses. They do not constitute an 
official commission, and it is understood that 
ihey have paid their own expenses. It is konvvn 
that they have found grave abuses, tending to 
sustain many of the awful allegations made in 
Upton Sinclair's book. But they have made no 
report. Their stories are told by word of mouth 
to the powers that be at Washington. 


This is not the proper way to influence legis- 


lation. What these men have ascertained should 
be put down in black and white and laid before 
the Aemrican people. 
If we have been catinp; 


such stuff as "The Jungle" says we have, the 
sooner the facts arc known the better, even if 
the Chicago packing industry should be utterly 
destroyed as the result. 


But report or no report the Beveridge amend- 


ment should be adopted by the house. Under 
our -federal system it is impossible to have full 
national inspection of everything done in a pack- 
ing house. All that the United States Govern- 
ment has been able to do heretofore, under exist- 
ing legislation lias been to prevent the exporta- 
tion to foreign countries of products made of 
diseased and improper meats. That is to say, 
we have been able to protect foreigners against 
these infamies, but not ourselves. 


What the Beveridge amendment proposes to 


do is to make use of the authority of Congress 
over interstate commerce to prevent the shipment 
to other States of meat products which do not 
bear the inspection stamp of the Agricultural De- 
partment. That is to say, to give to Americans 
outside of the States in which the manufacture 
is carried on the benefit of the same inspection 
that foreigners 'get. Even then there will be 
nothing but State authority to prevent the actual 
manufacture of diseased meats, but if the sale of 
these products is confined to the States in which 
they are prepared, the business will be broken up. 


The great packers declare that there are no 


abuses in their places of the kind alleged. If 
there are none, they ought to be willing not only 
to submit to government inspection, but to the 
prohibition of the shipment of improper meats 
By their opposition to the Beveridge amendment 
they simply labor to confinp the horrible sus- 
picious that are prevalent.
